SOME HISTORICAL PACTS BECARD 
ING THE PORTER OASE. 
There has been a goo J deal of promi 
nence attached to the case of Fitz John 
Porter during the past few years, but 
probably not more than it warrants, for the 
case is an important one both in au his- 
toncal and legal point of view. 
General 
Porter was charged with disobeying or­ 
ders in 1862 which resulted disastrously to 
the* Union troops. He claims that he did 
not. The court martial gave the case a 
most thorough investigatiou. It found re­ 
peated delays and a:ts of disobedience to 
be 
accounted 
for. 
It 
also 
found 
in 
private dispatches 
signed 
by 
General Porter, contemporaneously with 
these delays and acts of disobedience, re­ 
peated expressions not only of profound 
contempt for hi9 commanding officer, but 
of extreme anxiety to get away with his 
corps from the field of operations. These 
tacts can not be denied. It was also proved 
that when Porter got an order to "start at 
I o’clock to-night, and come forward with 
your whole corps, or such part of it as is 
with you, so as to be here [Bristow Sta­ 
tion] by daylight to-morrow morning,’' 
that he did not start tor several hours 
after. His excuse was that the night was 
dark, 
and 
the 
roads 
obstructed, 
but 
the 
darkness 
of

"obstructions” 
in 
th? 
roads, did not prevent otther commanders 
from promptly carrying out just such an 
order 
Then again, it was proven on the 
trial that Porter did not know anything 
about the obstructions in the roads till the 
next day, and that he had such a contempt 
for General Pope, then in command, that 
ne did not even read the order to march al 
one o’clock in the morning, till the next 
day ! When It was necessary to move 
briskly In order to take a timely position 
tD aid the Union forces, Porter woald lo 
or did not, make the move. He was 
careful to be behind and to mica the en­ 
gagement. 


This disobedience and the open display 
of cowardice, cost the Union army thou­ 
sands of live i and much property. There 
is no doubt of this, and the facts were pow­ 
erfully given by Matt Carpenter in his 
speech in the Senate on Saturday. But 
notwithstanding this, General Porter de­ 
mands of the people a full rt iteration to 
the army, anda gratuity of fOO.C.' J under 
the guise of pay that he never earned 
This is what he claims.

The committee, which is composed of 
gentlemen thoroughly acquainted with the 
c JU atry aod the people, has entered upon 
its difficult task with the determination to 
maKe a personal inspection o, the dis­ 
tressed dislncts. They are eminently fitted 
to supply the pressing need OI the suffer­ 
ers with the greatest possible speed and 
economy of the funds. They kayo already 
held several meetings, at which those sec 
duns have been indicated which need the 
earliest attention. 
They have voted 
sjpplks for the quarters where a vast 
amount of 
buffering is 
known 
to 
exist. 
It is easy to understand the 
ciuics of the present poverty. The people 
nave hid three bad crops in succession, 
ani things have been growing worse 
and w or ae. until the almost utter failure 
i f the crops last year brought them to the 
verge of starvation. They have nothing 
to pistil—a want Wiiiob the British Gov 
cr ii men t vv iii supply by the loan ti seed 
potatoes on very easy terms. 
They have 
nothing to eat—a want which you have 
yourself so generously helped to supply 
by gifts which I ain sure you will supple­ 
ment with other gifts 
when you know 
what is the real slate of the case.« 
In order to understand for myself the 
condition of affairs, I spent a few days 
uuJcr the leadership oi Colonel King Har­ 
man, covering about thirty square miles on 
the first Jay and over forty on the second. 
I visited a large number of small tene­ 
ments on the west banks of the Shannon, 
in the counties of Roscommon and Sligo 
For about ten hours each day I rode and 
walked, entering, altogether, about a hun­ 
dred wretched hovels, which this afflicted 
people delusively call their homes, and 
where lrom morning till night they en­ 
counter the dread monotony of want 
and 
misery. 
While 
fully prepared 
to meet more or less distren everywhere, 
knowing, through former visits, something 
of the chronic state of poverty in whicn 
the people live, I wa \ not prepared, nor 
could anything I ever have before seen, in 
any degree prepare me for the seenes of 
abject misery and sickening squalor which 
I found at every turn. The people did 
not know of my coming, and could tot 
prepare for any dramatic display of wretch­ 
edness and want. Unawares I s arched 
every corner of scores of houses for any 
means of subsistence, and came back at 
night with 
an aching head. I 
have 
seen what it would do you all g o d to see 
Even after hearing it I am sure you will 
increase your gifts, generous as they have 
been, until this great chasm of distress can 
be bridged over. W heal tell you that I 
have seen men utterly break down when 
I slipp* J a paltry shilling into their hands, 
and women clutch a loaf of bread as 
though they were afraid that some one 
would suddenly appear to take it from 
them, you can faintly imagine what I have 
experienced in the last few days.

their lunch and exchange the news. 
Our 
dreamer told her story again and again, 
for she was impressed by it as if it had 
been reality. 
After tho afternoon service 
the congr*gati-»n separated, going to their 
w ile’y-scsttered homes. 
There were thus 
many witnesses ready to certify to the 
fact that the woman had told the dream 
the m rn ng after the murder was commit­ 
ted at a distance of forty miles, when It 
absolutely impossible that the news should 
have reached her. 
There were no tele­ 
graphs, we must 
remember, and 
no 
railways in those days, not even mail- 
carritrs in those secluded districts. 
When the story ol the girl’s disappearance 
was told over the country at the end of the 
next week. the people to whom the dream 
had been repeated recalled it. 
Nowadays 
the matter would only servo as good ma­ 
tinal for the reporters, but tho men of 
those days still believed that God took an 
oversight even in their dreams Might not 
this be a hint tor hun? The Key Charles

The 
dreamer was brought into court, and effort 
was actually made to put her on tne w it­ 
ness stand, but even then men could not be 
burg on the tv donee ot a dream. .W ith­ 
out it tin.re was not proof enough for con­ 
viction, and the jury, unwilling enough, 
we may be sure, allowed the prisoner to 
escape. It was held as positive proof of his 
guilt that he immediately married the sis­ 
ter of the other accused man and removed 
to Ohio, then the wilderness of the weot.

The new hock and ladder truck has ar­ 
rived from Chicago, and it la one of which 
the members of “Rescue No. I ” may not 
only feel proud, but it certainly does credit 
to the city. There will no longer be any 
occasion for defeated competitors in tour­ 
naments to poke fun at Janesville’s “hay 
wagon” as they called the old truck when 
at Beloit 
It shines up with the best of 
them. 
It is nude by the Caswell Compa­ 
ny, of Chicago, is light looking and yet 
substantial. It weighs only 1700 pounds 
when all t quipped, and when thus ready 
tor action is lighter than the old truck 
without any ladders on. 
The wheels are of wood finish, with 
brass ha -bands, and are of the patent 
3&rvan m-*ke. The tires project a sixteenth 
of an inch to protect the felloes from wear 
The frame is sixteen feet long, and is 
painted with English vermilion, striped 
with gold, and bearing on the sides in 
golden letters the name of the Company. 
The Irvine is so arranged that each ladder 
runs independently aDd on rollers, and are 
fastened securely in place by a patent lever 
eccentric, by a simple turn of which the 
fastenings are relaxed so that any one of the 
ladders eau be taken off easily, and without 
disturbing the other?. 
These consist of 
one ll y toot extension ladder, one thirty 
fig)t bingle ladder, one twenty-four foot 
ladder, two fourteen foot single ladders, and 
one twelve loot single ladder.

The truck costs tho city f 4G5 cash, be­ 
sides the old truck. There will bs some 
matters of freight which are to be added, 
so that the change will cost the city pro b i­

about $323. Tho old truck is a 
veteran in the service, having been rn the 
city’s use for twenty-four years. It cost 
originally $bG0, and is an excellent truck 
iQ some respects yet, though not such a 
one us is needed by this city, its appliances 
and arrangements being antiquated, and 
not such as would enable the company to 
Jo good and rapid work, and it was of co 
use at all for such fires as are liable to 
break out in the heart of a city ot this size 
The company aliowed $133 for this old 
(ruck, making the price of the new one 
$050.
